Captain De Coursey nert took the floor in

- It was suggested by Mayor Humphrey that 
the council obtain a proposition from the 
holders of Jbe warr»utsjn to what they would 
do lie thought there would be no difficulty 
In ref unding tbe water bonds at five per cent, 
but tbe citizens should not be dlani>|iol&le<l If 
the council should find that they were pow- 
erless in the matter. 


Dr. Coombs took a decided stand »gainst 


either funding or refunding. If the city had 
debts to pay why put It off for the future. 
Kven If it does reduce the '*«s to twnnty-flve 
mills it will only be a few years before It 
would be up to thirty mills again. The doc- 
tor claimed that It bad boon clearly prove?, 
that any city was far more- prosperous by 
paying its debls than patting them off. The 
secret of reducing the taxes he argued was by 
being less extravagant in our city expenses. 
Pay what debts -we have now, for the f-UJure 
will hayfljts burdens to bent, 


Captain De Coursey disagreed with Dr. 


Coombs. He held that a national debt was n 
national blessing mid that all of tUe more, 
prosperous governments woajd not p*y off 
their debt if they could. He ?*.aln took the 
opportunity ot showing wh«t t\«ofito m cHy 


wbuld derive if the proposition was carried 
out, otherwise, lie conaldeied that by tho 
payment of such high '«««s all at once, peo- 
ple would move away and others could not be 
induced to locate here. 


Mr. Thomas Wnnlorw favored tbe proposl • 


tlon especially an to the refunding of the 
water bonds. The water works were more 
tunrTiiaying trpeiises *nd interest >nd were 
annually increasing in value. Evei; house 
that was built and every hydrant added only 
increased tbe revenue which would soon be 
s«(Qcteiit1o pay not only interest and" ex* 
peases but •'w the origin*! bonds. Mr. Wan- 
ess uTJed tbe Importance of decreasing the 
taxes to offer IndunemehU'to people to come 
here and in this way increase the value ot tbe 
water works. 


In response to a question vied Dr. Coombs 


was given to understand th*t by 0>e funding 
aud ref undlug the taxes of tbe city next year 
would be reduced about five in His. _ 


Ur. K. Kerrey thought there would be no 


difficulty whatever In placing the new bonds 
at at least two per cent less Interest than nas 
now being paid, while the wartante which 
were now drawing 10 per cent he thought 
could be placed at either tour or nve per cent. 


Prof. Stone thought f rottfthe remarks made 


bv Dr. Coombs that they were to Infer that 
because we put oil tbe payment of the present 
indebtedness that we would sgain rush Into 
needless expense. The professor thought that 
this was not a question Involved in the dis- 
cussion, lu tha future the people could be 
more careful about Issuiug bonds extrava- 
gantly. 


Mr. Jones remarked that there htd been no 


extravagance or needless expense In building 
the water works. They had origln*i|y cost 
$80,ooo :,th«n the freezing up of the mains ne 
cessitatod the expenditure of 125,000 and the 
Kuxton ^tension last year $18,000. 


Dr. Coombs differed with Mr. Jones on the 


question of extravagance, and he did not be-

and as he understood this-movement of de- 
ferring tbe payment ot the city debt wit only 
preparing tbe way for another laige expendi- 
ture on the water works, and lie" could not 
vote for it.
